Saigon PO W Offer 
Is Turned Down 


PARIS (AP) — The Commu­ 
nists refused on Thursday a 
South Vietnamese offer to send 
600 sick and wounded North, 
Vietnamese prisoners home. 
The proposal was put official­ 
ly to representatives of Hanoi 
at the 156th session of the Viet­ 
nam ese peace talks. 
The North Vietnamese dele­ 
gate, Nguyen Minh Vy, said 
after the meeting that the pro­ 
posal was rejected because it 
was a “maneuver” and had 
“no significance.” 
Vy substi­ 
tuted at the meeting for Guan 
Thuy, who was said to be1 tak­ 
ing a rest outside Paris on doc­ 
tor’s orders. 
The Viet 'Cong’s chief dele­ 
gate, Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh, 
said the United States and. the 
Saigon regimes had no right “to 
arrest and detain patriots, mili­ 
ta ry or not.” She said the 
U. S. 
and 
S o u t h 
Vietnam 
“ should free all patriots on the 
spot, wherever they have been 
seized.” 
The proposal to repatriate the

was 
m ade by Saigon’s chief dele­ 
gate at the talks, Ambassador 


Pham Dang Lam, who said it 
reflected his government’s “ hu­ 
manitarian policy.” 
The spokesman for the South 
Vietnamese delegation, Nguyen 
Thieu Dan, told a press briefing 
that his government holds 36,- 
297 prisoners of war, of which 
9,197 are North Vietnamese and 
the remainder Viet Cong. 
Dan said a few more than 200 
North 
Vietnamese 
prisoners 
had been repatriated on six oc­ 
casions over a period of several 
years up to 1971. 
The U.S. deputy chief of dele­ 
gation, Heyward 
Isham, said 
the rejection was another ex­ 
ample of the contradiction be­ 
tween Communist words and 
actions.

New Type of Marine Storm, 


Neutercane, Spotted at Sea 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - The Na­ 
tional Hurricane Center issued 
its first warning Thursday on a 
new type of marine storm —a 
neutercane—which 
has 
boiled 
up in the North Atlantic. 
The 
storm 
is 
neither 
a 
sprawling hurricane nor a fun­ 
nel-shaped cyclone. But since it 
is capable of developing into ei­ 
ther, 
forecasters 
decided 
on 
“ neutercane’’ 
as 
a 
classi­ 
fication—although one admitted 
“himicane” 
might 
serve 
as 
well. 
Neutercane Bravo., described 
as a mini-typhoon with winds of 
40 miles per hour, was pin­ 
pointed some 675 miles north­ 
east of Bermuda. Traveling at 
10 m.p.h.,, the storm is not ex­ 
pected 
to 
strike 
land, 
fore­ 
casters said. 
“ There is no potential for 
r a p i d 
development,” 
said 
weatherman 
Jo» 
PelUssier. 
“ There is a chance, however, 
that it could evolve into a hur­ 


ricane or tropical storm .”' 
SECOND STORM 
Bravo is the second .storm, of 
the 
neutercane 
season, Alpha 
having fizzled unspectacularly 
after moving ashore along the 
Georgia coast. 
“ This event is of the general 
interest mainly because it iden­ 
tifies and classifies for the first 
time a new' type of marine 
storm for which specific warn­ 
ings have not been issued in. 
previous years,” said Dr. Rob­ 
ert Simpson, director of the 
center. 
He 
said 
neutercanes 
were 
“sm all subtropical cyclones dis­ 
tinguished from the hurricane 
by its very small size inter­ 
mediate between the tornado 
and hurricane.” 
Another 
difference 
is 
the 
energy source. Hurricanes feed 
on the warm tropical waters of 
the Gulf Stream but the neuter- 
cane’s energy source is still 
.something of a mystery. 


Activists Head Home With Partial Victory 


MIAMI BEACH. Fla. (AP) - 
Tired young activists 
packed 
their duffle bags and headed 
for 
home 
Thursday, 
palling 
their three-day crusade at least 
a 
partial victory and deter­ 
mined to keep up their protest 
through the presidential elec­ 
tion campaign. 
They blamed the vandalism 
that swept the streets while 
President Nixon addressed the 
Republican National Convention 
on a minority of their numbers 
who, 
they 
claimed., 
reacted 
violently because they felt be­ 
trayed by the police. 
Police,, in turn, said It was 
they who were 
betrayed 
by 
“these 
animals, 
who violated 
the 
agreement 
for 
peaceful 
demonstrations.” 
Nearly 1,000 'demonstrators, 


about a third of the total who 
had come to Miami Beach to 
protest 
Nixon’s 
war 
policy, 
were arrested. Most had been 
released under nominal bonds 
by noon. 
“We made a statem ent here 
that was heard across the coun­ 
try,” said John Cox, 
30, of 
Stockton, Calif., as. he heaped 
his 
belongings 
atop 
his 
car 
parked outside Flamingo Park. 


CA LLED ATTENTION 
“We didn’t block, the hall, 
true. But over-all we called at­ 
tention to the bombing of Viet­ 
nam. and what we and thou­ 
sands of others think of it and 
that, was, after all, our pur­ 
pose.”

is 
requesting

to 
C-2,

Let a market sell a bad piece of m eat, 
and you can count on it that the m arket 
owner or manager will deny that he had 
a complaint. 
Buy a car that is a lemon and the 
dealer probably will say the purchaser 
misused it. 
If

organizations 
were 
run 
as 
openly and as honestly as Rockwood 
there would be no need for a Better Busi­ 
ness Bureau or any watchdog organiza­ 
tions. 
Most people do understand that mis­ 
takes occur; they know that at times a 
purchase might not he up to par and 
they don’t hold it against the business. 
More firms should recognize this and 
deal with their customers with the sam e 
honesty that Rockwood does. 


Costly Concrete 
Readers Say: 


The “Mixing Bowl,” an interchange 
on Interstate 95 at the Pentagon in north­ 
ern Virginia, is costing $53 million for 
0.96 of a mile. This works out to a little 
more than $10,000 per foot. 
At one point there will be 27 lanes, 
some stacked three deep. That calls for 
a lot of digging for foundations of 17 
bridges. 
And anyone digging near the 
Pentagon is likely to encounter almost 
anything from steam lines and chilled 
water lines to sophisticated communica­ 
tions conduits.

Alt Around the Town 


Bayberry Candles 
Used Extensively 


By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 


A r m Historian 


For certain individuals the burning of the 
bayberry candle is a special sort of ritual up un­ 
til this day, and its scent is infiltrated through 
the house on meaningful occasions such as a 
winter birthday, or on evenings that grow long 
near Thanksgiving or Christmastime. 
I recall our house during the holidays when I 
was considerably younger, and elders gave in­ 
structions to “make a wish” while the aromatic 
bayberry candles were being lighted. Robert 
Beverly who wrote an early history of Virginia 
had this to say of bayberry: 
“ If an accident puts a candle out, it yields a 
pleasant fragrance to all that are in the room; 
insomuch that nice people often put them out on 
that purpose to have the incense of the expiring 
snuff.’’ 
Professor Kalm, when he came to America 
during the year 1748, could not resist w'riting a 
brief profile on the bayberry: 
“There is a plant here from the berries of 
which they make a kind of wax or tallow, and for 
that reason the Swedes call it the tallow-shrub. 
The English call the same tree the candi e-berry 
tree or bayberry bush; it grows abundantly in a 
wet soil, and seems to thrive particularly well 
in the neighborhood of the sea. 
“The berries look as if flour had been strewed 
on them. They are gathered late in Autumn, being 
ripe at that time, and are thrown into a kettle 
or pot full of boiling water; by this m eans their 
fat melts out, floats at the top of the water, and 
may be skimmed off into a vessel.” 
In the earliest days of the pioneers one of the 
tasks of women on short fall afternoons was the 
making of candles. During this day in which we 
live certain people make a valiant effort to re­ 
turn to the modes of the past and there is more 
candle molding and dipping going on than ever 
before. 
But during those earlier days they happened 
to be a necessity, there being only whale oil, gum 
and pine knots to replace the handy and much 
safer candlestick. Pine knots were burned in the 
fireplace until a late date in the South. 
In New England, Alice Morse Earle, whom we 
have not quoted for a very long while, reminds 
us in her “Home Life in Colonial D ays," that 
“ deer, suet, moose fat, bears’ grease, all were 
saved in frontier settlements, and carefully tried 
into tallow for candles.” 
Lighting was of so important an item of ex­ 
pense in any poor household, especially, perhaps, 
in that of the meagerly paid Puritan minister, 
that “ the single candle was often frugally ex­ 
tinguished during the long family prayers each 
evening.” 
. 
Bayberry was looked upon with such favor for 
the purpose of lighting that very soon laws were 
m ade to protect the bushes. A number of towns 
forbade the gathering of the berries before Sept. 
15 under penalty of 15 shillings fine. 
Agairt Alice Morse E arle’s recollections: “The 
pungent and unique scent of bayberry, equally 
strong in leaf and berry, is to me one of the 
elements of the purity and sweetness of the air 
of our New England coast fields in Autumn. It 
grows everywhere, green, and cheerful in sun- 
withered shore pastures, in poor bits of earth on 
our rocky coast, where it has few fellow field- 
tenants to crowd the ground. 
“ It is said that the highest efforts of memory 
are stimulated through our sense of smell, by 
the association of ideas with scent. That of bay­ 
berry, whenever I pass it, seems to awaken in 
me an hereditary memory, to recall a life of two 
centuries ago. I recall the autumns of trial and of 
promise in our early history, and the bayberry 
fields are peopled with children in Puritan garb, 
industrialy gathering the tiny waxen fruit.”

This writer, too, seems to experience a recall 
recommendation should he need, far earlier than that experienced in this lifetime, 
to seek employment elsewhere.

“The first proprietors of this island began 
their career of industry with a single whale-boat 
with which they went to fish for cod; the small 
distance from their shores, at which they caught 
it. enabled them soon to cncrease their business, 
and those early successes, first led them to con­ 
ceive that they might likewise catch the 'whales, 
which hitherto sported undisturbed on their banks. 
"By degrees they went a whaling to New­ 
foundland, to the Gulph of St. Laurence, to the 
Straits of Delleisle . . . Their confidence is so 
great, and their knowledge of this branch of 
business so superior to that of any other people, 
that they have acquired a monopoly of this com­ 
modity. 
“M arriage is so highly respected that all per­ 
sons m arry here, and m arry early, and the 
women are almost universally the happy mothers 
of a numerous offspring. Their children, born by 
the sea side, hear the roaring of the waves as 
soon as they come into the world; it is the first 
noise with which they become acquainted, and by 
early plunging into the water they acquire that 
boldness, that presence of mind and dexterity, 
which makes them ever after such expert sea­ 
men . . . 
They often hear their fathers recount the ad­ 
ventures of their youth, their combats with the 
whales . . . They often cross the sea to go to the 
mainland, and learn even in those short voyages 
(80 miles), how to qualify themselves for longer 
and more dangerous ones . . .

HOLLYWOOD (API - Sam­ 
uel Goldwyn reaches 90 years 
of age Sunday, oblivious of the

The movie pioneer rem ains in 
his Beverly Hills mansion, vic­ 
tim of his advanced age. There 
will be no birthday celebration, 
his wife declares.

“It was 
simply too upsetting and ex­ 
hausting for Sam, and he was 
days getting over it.

Confined to a wheel chair as 
the result of a stroke, Goldwyn 
smiled and. told the President:

about her husband's health as 
he approaches 90. 
HAS APPETITE 
"I don’t lie any more.” she 
remarked. “ He has the heart, 
and blood pressure of a young 
man—but nothing else seem s to 
work. Except his appetite.”

Howard, 
Mrs. Goldwyn gave up her act­ 
ing career after her marriage 
in 
1925. 
She remained Gold- 
wyn’s closest adviser and she 
maintained an office next to his 
at the Santa Monica Boulevard 
studio. 
Does she still keep a hand in 
the studio operation?

the devastated areas.

W here can all 
of this money go? 
Thirty-seven million of it went 
into

assistance, health

environm ental 
program s 
directly 
connected 
with

flood. Thousands of businesses 
were

These people had to be helped, 
and helped im m ediately.

Retail beef averaged more 
than $1.17 per pound on an all­ 
cut basis, compared with $1.13% 
in June. The previous record 
was about $1.16 last February 
and March. 
Pork also was up. to a record 
all-cut average of 85.6 cents per 
pound at supermarkets, com­ 
pared with 82.0 in June and the 


Trade Balance

"The prospects are for an im­ 
proving trend in the trade bal­ 
ance in the months ahead, al­ 
though every month may not 
show an improvement,” said 
Harold C. Passer, assistant sec­ 
retary of commerce for eco­ 
nomic affairs. 
The decline in the deficit in 
July compared to the June red­ 
ink figure of $590.3 million was 
accomplished 
despite 
record 
imports totalling $4.56 billion. 
Passer said the export gain 
of 
about $115 
million 
came 
mainly in machinery and chem­ 
icals with increased Agricul­ 
tural exports' also playing a 
part. The import increase of 
about $65 million was mainly 
industrial materials and sup­ 
plies including crude oil. 
A trade deficit represents a 
loss of jobs. Last December’s 
industries as well as a potential 
loss of jobs. Lat December’ 
devaluation of the dollar along 
with realignment of exchange 
rates of other currency should 
be having an impact on the 
trade balance duriRg the re­ 
mainder of the year, the ad­ 
ministration has said. 
Devaluation served to make

In Campaign 


MIAMI BEACH. Fla. (AP) — 
Cautioning Republicans against 
complacency, 
the 
new-look 
Spiro T. Agnew said Thursday 
the GOP doesn’t need his parti­ 
san "cutting edge” in 1972, and 
forecast a campaign totally on 
the issues. 
Agnew, at a news conference, 
renounced the role of political 
point man he played ír the con­ 
gressional campaign two years 
ago. 
In 
the 
1970 campaign, 
he 
said, "it became essential for 
me to be a cutting edge, so to 
speak, cutting through the fog 
of all the Democrats who were 
running to a me-too position 
with the President’s policies. 
"This problem does not exist, 
in 1972.” 
Indeed, 
Nixon 
already 
has 
pronounced the goal of rallying 
to his banner Democrats dis­ 
enchanted 
with 
their 
White 
House challenger, Sen. George 
McGovern. 
"I don’t think we’ll need a 
cutting edge this year, because 
the 
other 
candidate 
has 
grabbed 
the 
razor from the 
wrong end.” said Agnew — al­ 
ready the object of speculation 
as a potential 1976 White House 
candidate. 
He said he would not discuss 
that possibility, but "I’ll keep 
the option and that’s as far as 
it goes.” 
President 
Nixon, 
meantime, 
took to the campaign road and 
pronounced defense policy one 
of the major issues, pledging 
economy but vowing ”1 never 
will gamble” with American se­ 
curity. 
Sen. Robert J. Dole of Kan­ 
sas was re-elected Republican 
national chairman and said the 
Nixon-Agnew campaign would 
be designed to appeal to all 
Americans, looking beyond par­ 
tisanship. 
"The President is the candi­ 
date.” Dole said. "He’s going 
to set. the lone of the cam­ 
paign.”
